1  have  the  honor  of  subniittinji'  tlie  Twenty-foiirth  Biennial 
Keport  of  the  Montana  State  Prison,  for  the  period  endinji'  June 
30,  1924.  Ilowevei',  T  liave  only  l)een  in  eiiar>ie  of  tlie  institution 
since  June  1,  1!)'_'4.  Or,  in  otlier  woi'ds,  the  last  thirty  days  of 
the  last  fiscal  year. 

Elsewhere  will  he  found  a  eoniplete  finaneial  and  statistical 
statement  eoverin*''  all  transactions  as  sliown  by  the  books  and 
records,  for  tlie  period  covered  by  this  report,  to  which  your  at- 
tention is  I'espectfully  called. 

POPULATION. 

The  populati<;n,  during-  this  bienniuni,  has  varied  very  little. 
The  population  July  1,  1!)2;}  was  illO,  and  on  June  80,  19i24,  345, 
a  decrease  of  five. 

HEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  excellent 
throujihout  the  two  years,  only  one  death  occurrin«>'. 

EDUCATION. 

There  is  great  need  of  irni)rovement  in  the  matter  of  educa- 
tion of  the  prisoners,  as  there  is  not  now  nor  has  there  been  in 
the  past  any  definite  policy  regarding  this  phase  of  prison  man- 
agement. This  defect  M'e  expect  to  remedy  in  the  near  future. 
AVe  are  Avorking  out  a  ]ilan  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Miii- 
istei'ial  Association  whi(di  we  hope  will  l)e  a  success. 

PAROLE  LAW. 

In  the  i)ast  two  years  thei'e  has  been  dischai'ged  on  jiarole 
422  men  and  women.  Out  of  this  munber  only  1.1  were  returned 
for  violation.  A  ])ei-  cent  of  3'/2-  -^  record  i)robably  excelled  by 
]io  other  state  in  tlie  rnion.  Had  these  men  been  coni|)elled  to 
ser\('  tlieir  luinimnni  sentences  it  would  have  cost  the  stale,  figur- 
ing on  the  i)er  capita  cost  of  $1.30  i)er  day,  $  If)  1,342. 50.  During 
the  past  two  years  Ave  have  had  no  parole  officer,  the  duties  being 
delegated  to  the  Warden.  It  is  almost  impossible  for  the  War- 
den to  give  the  proper  amount  of  time  re(piired  for  the  success- 
ful operation  of  the  i)ai-oie  law.  I  l)e]ieve  that  a  resident  parole 
officer  should  l)e  provided.  If  his  time  is  not  all  re(piired  in 
h.oking  aftei-  those  pai-(ded  lie  may  l)e  assigned  to  duties  around 
t  he  |)i-is(in. 
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EMPLOYMENT. 


Al)out  forty  ])er  cent  of  our  |)oi)ul;it  ion  is  employed  on 
ranches  and  at  road  camp  and  in  Avood  cam])s.  This  leaves  sixty 
l»er  cent  unemployed.  1  Avish  to  urge  the  necessity  of  providin'o- 
employment  for  tliis  sixty  per  cent.  We  slionld  have  some  pi-ison 
mannfacturies  where  these  men  wonld  l)e  eomi)elled  to  work. 
A  great  many  of  the  ])i'isons  in  otlier  states  are  self  supporting, 
or  nearly  so.  They  are  able  to  accomplish  this  from  the  sale  of 
the  articles  manufactured.  If  other  states  can  do  tliis,  I  cannot 
see  why  -\ve  should  delay  making  a  start  to  remedy  tliis  condition 
at  our  j)i-ison,  and  thus  help  to  relieve  the  overburdened  tax])aver. 

DECREASED  COST  OF  MAINTENANCE. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  figures  show- 
ing the  decrease  in  cost  of  maintenance  ])er  man  ])er  dav :  1921- 
1922,  $1.57;  1922-1923,  $1.40;  192:5-1924,  $1,274. 

FARM. 

Practically  all  the  huttei-,  eggs,  milk,  fi'esh  pork  and  vege- 
tables have  been  furnished  the  institution  from  the  farms,  pro- 
duced by  prison  labor.  We  are  somewhat  handicapped,  hoAvever, 
in  not  having  enough  tillable  lands  to  raise  all  the  produce  neces- 
sary to  feed  the  large  number  of  cattle,  horses  and  hogs.  We 
have  to  purchase  a  considerabble  quantity  of  feed  each  year. 
We  should  have  2,000  acres  of  additional  farm  land.  We  then 
could  raise  practically  sufficient  feed  to  take  care  of  our  needs 
and  reduce  our  purchases  to  a  minimum  and  only  for  such  mill 
feeds  as  is  necessary  for  young  jngs  and  daii-y  cattle. 

ROAD  CAMP. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  had  an  average  of  40 
men  employed  undei-  the  su{KM-vision  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission in  road  construction.  This  work  has  been  in  progress 
for  several  years  past  and  nj)  to  the  present  time  some  thirty 
miles  of  high  class  roads  have  been  constructed  in  Missoula  and 
(Iranite  counties.  This  kind  of  employment  is  Avell  adapted  to 
prisrin  labor  and  should  I)e  more  extensively  engaged. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Dui'ing  the  |)i'esent  biennium  it  will  be  necessary  to  lay  a 
ne^\^  roof  on  several  of  the  buildings.  Cell  House  No.  2  is  in  very 
bad  shai)e. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  re-establishing  of  a  Parole  Commissionei-. 
The  enlargement  of  our  farms. 
The  establishment  of  prison  industries. 
Tlie  inci'eased  use  of  prison  labor  in  road  construction.

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REPORT  OF  WOMEN'S  DEPARTMENT. 

Tlie  women's  (Icpartiueiit  has  hecii  thoroiighly  housoeleaiied, 
walls,  ceilinji',  flooi-s  and  all  woodwork  repainted  in  jileasant  soft- 
tone  colors. 

The  yai'd,  Avhieh  had  been  very  iiiueh  nej^lected,  was  tliis 
year,  in  i)art,  reseeded  and  well  cai-etl  for.  A  yegetal)le  garden 
and  a  flower  garden  were  cultivated  and  enjoyed  by  the  inmates. 

A  new  ruling  Avas  also  instituted,  under  which  tlie  matron 
makes  lier  home  in  the  apartnuuit  ])rovided  for  this  purjiose  in 
connection  with  tliis  department,  instead  of  remaining  outsi(h' 
the  walls  at  luglit  and  only  coming  in  and  out  during  the  day- 
time, as  before. 

Up  to  Octobei"  28  tliere  were  five  inmates.  One  left  on  tliis 
date  and  another  on  November  11th,  whicdi  leaves  at  ])resent 
writing  only  three  women  prisoners.

REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN. 

Religion  and  Moral  Welfare. 

Tliis  work  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  resident 
Pastors  of  the  City  of  Deer  Lodge  and  is  always  subject  to  the 
ai)proval  of  the  Warden.  Each  pastor  has  an  appointment  at 
the  Prison  once  each  month.  Private  interviews  are  granted  at 
the  request  of  the  inmates.  The  services  are  held  in  the  Prison 
auditorium  at  12:45  every  Sunday.  The  Catholic  services  are 
held  in  the  morning.  In  addition  to  these  regular  services,  there 
are  special  dates  granted  to  the  Salvation  Army,  Evangelists, 
and  other  ])rominent  speakers.  Moving  pictures  of  an  inspira- 
tional and  moral  character  are  shown  freijuently. 

Interest. 

The  religious  services  are  attended  by  about  ninety-five  per 
cent  of  the  inmates.  The  attendance  is  optional.  Those  who 
attend  are  as  reverent  and  interested  as  the  average  audience 
anywhere.  They  join  heartily  in  the  singing  and  many  leave 
the  services  with  sei'ious  faces,  and  tears  are  not  infrequent. 
The  improvement  of  some  of  the  inmates  is  too  apparent  to  leave 
any  doubt  as  to  their  sincerity.  Some  who  have  gone  the  down- 
AA'ard  j^ath  by  reason  of  a  drug  haliit,  when  relieved  of  this  in- 
(Md)us,  and  subjected  to  i-egular  habits  with  wholesome  living, 
arc  peculiarly  susc(>ptible  to  the  better  influences  of  life. 

Larger  Program. 

Plans  are  being  formulated  to  ])rovi(le  for  a  more  coiupre- 
hensive  s(df-imi)rovemeiit.  A  indigious  literature  department  will 
be  develoiied  in  the  library  to  Avhich  attention  will  be  called  in 
appropriate  ways.  If  funds  can  be  obtained,  classes  in  some  of 
the  fundamental  branches  of  study  will  be  conducted  by  com- 
jjctent  persons.      AVe  also  expect   to  encourage  singing,  and  ti'ain 
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a  choir  to  assist  with  the  services.  There  is  good  talent  among 
the  inmates,  and  with  training  can  l)e  made  the  means  of  both 
entertainment  and  moral  uplift. 

Attitude  of  Management. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Warden  to  foster  every  method  of 
religious  and  intellectual  improvement  available  which  is  in 
keeping  with  the  management  of  the  prison.  This  attitude  is 
reflected  by  all  of  the  employes  so  that  those  who  come  properly 
recommended  receive  every  courtesy  consistent  with  good  disci- 
pline. We  hope  that  our  efforts  along  these  lines  will  show  re- 
sults wdiich  will  justify  the  confidence  of  those  who  are  willing 
to  assist.

Dear  Sir: 

The  healtli  of  tlie  i)risoners,  and  sanitary  conditions  at  the 
State  Prison  have  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  two  years 
embraced  in  this  report.  Cases  of  serious  sickness  have  been 
rare,  and  comparatively  few  patients  needed  hospital  care. 
Most  of  the  medical  attention  required  has  lieen  for  minor  ail- 
ments. 

The  largest  number  of  these  minor  troubles  are  found  among 
the  inmates  inside  the  Avail,  who  do  not  have  work  to  keep  them 
occupied,  and  who  very  easily  get  to  worrying  about  trivial  mat- 
ters. If  ever  it  becomes  possible  to  provide  suitable  work  for 
all  prisoners,  most  of  these  minor  ailments  will  pass  without  be- 
ing noticed  by  these  men,  who  would  l)e  better  off  in  every  way 
if  they  had  a  job. 

With  the  regular  hours,  adequate  food,  and  clean  quarters, 
as  furnished  at  the  prison,  health  conditions  could  l)e  almost 
ideal,  if  suitable  work  were  availal)le  to  replace  the  enforced 
idleness. 

However,  even  Avith  the  lack  of  suitable  occupation,  it  is 
surprising  to  have  so  little  sickness  among  the  prison  population. 
This  should  be  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the  prison  manage- 
ment, as  it  is  very  evident  that  the  measures  taken  to  provide 
proper  living  conditions  are  effective,  and  are  producing  tlie 
desired  results.
